'view of developments, however, there 
has arisen In many quarters a dis- 
position to question the motives of tho 
prosecution; It Is alleged political 
and financial advantage Is the issue, 
rather than honesty and tho punish- 
ment of crime. 


One charge is mado that President 


[Roosevelt was, a prime mover in the 
investigation, hoping thus to strike a 
blow at tho Southern Pacific railroad 
and 12. H. Harrlmah, and to obtain tho 
(California delegation to the next na- 
itional convention for. Secretary Taft. 
[Another is that the cnisade originated 
jln tho desire of certain local poli- 
ticians to break Abraham Ruef'a con- 
jtrol of San Francisco, so they could 
(themselves tako possession of the 
city. 


Moro recently comes the 
third 


charge that tho entire prosecution Is 


, bnly an Incident of a war between two 


financial cliques—ono headed by Ru- 
fdolph^Sprockels, representing the old 
[line San Franciscans, arid the other 
'headed by Patrick Calhoun, as repre- 
sentative of Wall street Interests. 


Will Work for Mr. Taft.

So far as President Roosevelt

concerned, it Is certain his .friends

:o San Francisco In September, 1902, 
when the subject was discussed.

Loeb, expressed his disgust at cor- 
ruption In San Francisco and talked 
of heading a movement to clean up 
the city. 
Edward J. Tobin, a director of tho 


Hlbernla Savings bank, and others re- 
call a luncheon with Mr. Sprcckels tho 
day ho was approached by RueC on 
the celebrated bond deal. This was 
Lhe tlmo when Riicf suggested to Mr. 
Eprcckcls the organization of a syn- 
dicate to' bid for $7,000,000 worth of 
municipal bonds. Iluef, it is asserted, 
agreed to call a street car strike to 
scare off other bidders so the SprecU- 
els syndicate could get the bonds at 
par.and be the best bidder.

Mr. Spreckels Gets Interested. 


Mr. Sprcckels' interest In tho irollcy 


controversy has been partially told, 
but his first connected narrative ns 
to how ho came to take a hand, has 
just been told. As ho relates it, It. is 
a tnlfi of repeated attempts to bribe i 
wealthy m.in in tho manner such men 
aro Romoilmea bribed. 


"I had not paid much attention to

The 
Btrlko breakers fought entirely on the 
defensive, however, and when a score 
of policemen, who had been suia- 
nuraed to the scene began with their 
clubs to open avenues of escape the 
strike breakers took to their heels.

;Just such a move, and as '.ho fleeing 
nicn darted Into side streets they 
were met by others who had been 


aitlflg for them and wore forced to 
,ght It out again. Clubs, knives und 
tones were used freely In tho series 
jf fights, which continued for ncnr- 
y an hour, and many of tbo parti- 
ipants were badly beaten.

This brings the cir- 
cuit court into conflict with'the Uni- 
ted States district court, before which 
the railroads are suing for an Injunc- 
tion to-prevent the state officials from 
enforcing these laws.

enjoined from enforcing the maximum 
freight law and the two-cent passenger 
rate act, which went Into effect today, 
was called In the United States dis- 
trict court here this morning before 
Judge Smith McPherson, of tied Oak, 
Iowa. 


Late yesterday 
Judge 
McPherson 


had granted the railroads' petition for 
an order restraining the state officials 
from enforcing these acts until tho 
injunction cases could be disposed of. 


When court opened this morning the 


indications were that the arguments 
on tho plea for nn injunction would 
consume the antlre time of the court 
today. A decision Is not likely before 
tomorrow.

When the cane of the railroads was

found more profitable to draw the 
rum ration, and sell It at 
current 


virtue; 
This Is contrary to regula- 


tions, but It Is difficult to prevent 
Many doubtless draw the ration be- 
cause .they are enttlled to It, and then 
because they cannot or dnro not sell 
It drink It themselves. 


To remedy existing evils It Is cug- 


gested that each man ho allowed 2<1 
per day in lieu of. the rum ration. Ad- 
vocates of the proposed change claim 
that this would be a substantial In- 
crease in the pay and would be highly 
popular, it -would result In greater 
economy, more efficiency, and better 
discipline rthaa under present condi- 
tions. 
They also point out other na- 


tions that formerly had this custom 
have abolished it with entirely bene- 
ficial results to the service and to 
the nation.

considered by the committee appoint-

Tho groat nations 
f tho world aro building their huge 
attlcships not for conquest, lbut to 
uarnntee peace. The president has 
nlted with the czar In. an Invitation

institutions 


nd, in pulpit. In the spring of 1907 
let !n New York city to help on the 
reat cause of a universal brother- 
pod.

Foundation Stones. 


Among tho ruins of old Baalbek wo 


flnd tlio largest stones of tho world, 
n tho cyclopenn wall of tho original 
Phoenician temple of Banl, wo find 
hree of those atones, each over sixty 
'eet In length, nnd fourteen 
feet 


square. In tho quarries near to old 
Baalbek is ono stono much larger 
than any which those 'ancient builders 
lave dragged forth from tho plnco In 
which they woro formed.- But I want 
.0 tell you that these hugo foundation 
stones of old Baalbek aro not as 
strong and enduring as (ho great 
'oundatlon stones of Justice with 
which the nations of tho world are 
yet to build tbelr tomplo of perpetual 
?eace. James G. Elaine, In one of his 
jreat speeches, once declared that "no 
question Is ever decided permanently, 
unless It is decided Justly." So havo 
spolton Bonio of tho mightiest Blntcfi- 
men of tho ages. You cannot bnlhl 
Lho tomplo of perpetual peace, unless 
tho foundation stones on 
v tho 
oast 


side of It, nnd on tho west side of It, 
and on tho north side of it. and tho 
south of it aro the unbreakable stones 
of eternal Justice.* 
This fact was never moro powerful- 


ly taught than In tho letter of saluta- 
tion which President .Thoodoro Roose- 
velt sent to the peaco conference 
which .assembled In Now York city in 
April, 1907; 
"First and foremost, I 


beseech 
you- to 
remember 
that, 


though It Is our bounden duty to work 
for peace, yet It Is even more our 
duty to work for righteousness nnd 
justice. 
It is righteousness that ex- 


alts a~ nation, and though normally 
peace Is the handmaid of righteous- 
ness, yet If they are ever at odtls, It 
Is righteousness whose cause wo must 
espouse." 
Thero never were truer 


words spoken. 
The prophet of old 


fcpolto well when ho said there is no 
need of crying "Peaco, peace, peace! 
when there is no peace. Neither is 
there any Gospel sense in declaring 
that nations as Individuals should Hvo 
at pence with each other, when cer- 
tnin nations 
nre 
murderers 
and 


thieves. When a man IB a thief or a 
murderer, he,should bo shut up In Jail 
or hung- for his crlrao. And .when n 
nation as an Individual Is a thief or a 
murderer, that nallon should be pun- 
ished and mado to do right, and If 
such a nation will hot heed the laws 
of Justice, then It should bo stripped 
of Ha power to dlstar* the world's 
peace. You cannot have a true, bind- 
ing peace, unless the golden banns 
which bind 
nation to nation 


moulded- and purified and tempered 
by tho flres of truth-and justice. 


Now, 
how (ire the „ nations of the 


world to be made to bo'just to each 
other? How are tho strong nations to 
be'compelled to.respect the rights ol 
tho weaker nations? How Is a grenl 
nation, like, tho British empire, 'wltli 
her hundreds of. hugo battleships and 
cruisers arid her mighty armies, to bo 
kept from trampling upon'the rights 


of a Chilian republic, or a nation like 
he United States to be kept 
from 


swallowing up.-:a Canadian province? 
In a Very, simple way. .The1 stronger 
and tho more powerful nations of the 
world nre to be Kept from doing an in- 
ustlce t- the weaker nations In ex- 
actly the same way that tho rich and 
powerful 
men of a nation are kept 


rom doing an Injustice to the peasan- 
.ry of that nation.- 'Suppose I am a 
poor farmer, living In a little hut and 
earning an humble living upon a five- 
acre piece of ground. . Then suppos- 
ng a very rich man comes into my 
part of the country, and buys up large 
tracts of land to make there an im- 
mense landed estate. 
Then suppos- 


ng that rich man comes to me and 
says, "Farmer Talmage, I want to buy 
your land. 
It is situated In the place 


where I wish to build my new palace." 
Then, supposing I refuse, to sell, and 
some dark night, that rich land-owner 
sends his men to oust mo forcibly from 
my home anii burn my little hut and 
outhouses," and kill niy cow and mule 
and pigs and chickens. 
What can I 


do? Shall I get a gun and go and camp 
out in tho mountains and Ho around 
in the swamps, and some night steal 
up to l-hat rich man's palace and shoot 
iilrn and his children? Do I gather all 
my relatives together and sUirt a ven- 
detta upon that rich man and bis rela- 
tives, as some families havo done in 
tbo wild mountains of Tennessee and 
old Kentucky? No. I go straight down 
to a court of law. 
I get out a war- 


rant for that man's arrest. 
Then an 


officer 
goes up to that 
rich man^s 


house with that warrant, anil he walks 
Into the 
rich 
man's bedroom and 


places bis hand upon that rich man s 
shoulder and 
politely 
says. 
"My 


friend, I do not caro whether you have 
a thousand or 
ten 
thousand em- 


ployees! I do not care whether your 
house Is chuck full' of rifles and pis- 
tols and swords and cannons. 
I do 


not care whether you havo ns much 
gold as Monte Crlsto—I come to bring 
you before Iho court of Justice, 
IE 


you havo wronged that poor farmer 
Talmage, to Jail you will go, and a 
reparation for tho destroyed homo you 
will havo to make. 
Tho authorities 


of the law havo sent mo to bring you 
Into that court of Justice." 
Tho rich 


men, in tho slglit 
of law, havo no 


more rights than tho poorest of the 


)6r. The World's Great Curse, 
Now, as men nnd women havo 


banded themuolves together In govern- 
mental organizations to protect tha 
rights of tho Individual, BO tho na- 
tions of tho world In the near future 
will band themselves- togetiier to pro- 
tect tho rights of each other. 
You 


may not live to see the "International 
Peace Union," but your children or 
children's children will surely seo It. 
Those nations of tho world, tho strong 
as well as tho weak, will como to- 
gether and say, "War Is tbo most ex- 
pensive curse of tho ages. 
It drains 


from a nation's vltttla Us beat blood. 
It tnkos away its most enormous capi- 
tal and stagnates Its Industries. 
It 


brutalizes 'and debases all tho nobler 
and purer thoughts of Us Inhabitants 
Therefore wo cannot afford to go to 
war as a nation, any more than wo cau 
afford nu individuals to protect o<:r 
ionics with tho stiletto and with tho 
murderer's pifitol. 
Wo shall there- 


oro unite In nn international compact 
and compel all nations to .have their 
ntornationnl 
difficulties 
adjudicated 


by a board of arbitration." You think 


am indulging In an Iridescent dream? 
tell you that this International court 


of arbitration Is coming In this cen- 
ury jUBt as surely ns tho world lives, 
rho sentiments of tho human race are 
moving toward this glorious consum- 
mation with tho rapidity of a whirl- 
wind. 
If a nation can rule Its own 


subjects by a court of law, tho nations 
of tho world In tho samo way will pro- 
tect each other's rights by nn Interna- 
tional court of arbitration. 
And that 


court will bo formed, If not In our day, 
surely in the lives of our children's 
children. God grant that, Hko Simeon 
of old, wo may Hvo to seo tho con- 
summation of this blessing, nnd have 
a part In tlio dedication of this great 
'Tomplo of International Justice and 
Perpetual Peace."

Good Will to Men. 


But there are two or three grent 


causes whiqh nre hnstcnfns on tho

Help for Starving Russia.

1892 started on Its deadly work, Louis 
Klopsch, through "his groat religious 
paper, The Christian Herald, sounded 
Jorth the clarion call for help.

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A BLOODY MUTINY 


Sappers at Kiev Revolted and Were 


Suppressed Only After Seventy 


Men Had Been Slain 


MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT WAYNE 


St. Petersburg, June 19.—Details of ] 


the mutiny of' Sappers at Kiev show 
that it was suppressed only after a 
bloody engagement at midnight June 
17 between the mutineers and loyal 
troops In which about seventy men 
were killed or wounded. 


Kiev is one of the cities where revo- 


lutionary ideas have made the great- 
est inroads on the army and the revo- 
lutionary military organization is very 
powerful, counting among its mem- 
bers dozens of officers. 
The mutiny 


•was planned to coincide with a gen- 
eral political strike, as a reply to the 
dissolution of parliament, involving the 
railroads, telegraph and mails. 
In 


several of the southern provinces ar 
rangernents for the strike had been 
making for months under the leader- 


• ship of an experienced organizer, M. 


• Loskotj, who was a member of the 


first parliament. 
The decision of the 


.revolutionary staff at St. Petersburg 
to refrain from demonstrations was 
disobeyed by the hot headed sappers. 


Began at .jiven Signal. 


At midnight of June 17, nun men at a 


given signal lei'r thoir bods, disarmed 
the sentries, hurriedly 
dressed, ob 


laired possession of thoir rides, broke 


'amily, who entered the army as a 
volunteer for the purpose of under- 
mining discipline and won over many 
of his comrades, but when ho raised 
the standard of revolt 
they 
were 


frightened and the little band of ring- 
leaders was overpowered. 


Three bombs were found in Shef- 


chenko's tent. 
All the mutineers will 


be tried by court, martial. Numerous 
other arrests were made In Kiev and a 
number of bombs were found but or- 
der is now restored. 


The city is in the hands of the mili- 


tary. 


The Novoe Yremya 
in an article 


this morning on the mutiny at Kiev at- 
tributes the million in the army, first 
to the corruption of the soldiers in the 
Japanese prisons, second, to tho pres- 
ence of Jews in the army and third, to 
the leniency hitherto shown by the 
military 
authorities. 
The 
paper 


claims, however, that the propaganda 
has made but. slight progress. 


Other Trouble With Troops. 


Trouble also has broken out among 


thn troops of the Bird infantry di- 
vision, stationed at Kaluga. 
General 


Orloff, who suppressed the insurrec- 
tion in the Baltic provinces, left St. 


into the armory, sccurp'l sornp loaded Petersburg hurriedly last night to take 
cartridges and then marci-od lo the 
camp snuarc and fired a volley in the 
air. 
The officer 
on duty, 
Captain 


Akuloff, rani out and addressed the 
mutineers, advising them to disperse. 
He then called out another battalion, 
drew the men up and led a charge on 
the mutineers, ordering them to sur- 
render. 
On their refusal to do so, 


Captain Akuloff ordered the troops to 
fire and fell dead himself at the first 
volley. 


The fighting continued for several 


minutes. 
Half a dozen others were 


lulled and about sixty were wounded. 
Finally'the mutineers, with no officers, 
ro leaders, and no plans, wavered and 
fled. 
Two hundred and fifty were 


captvrerl, but 1113 eluded pursuit' and 
luti in thj city.

nature of the troubles, a strict censor- 
ship on all incoming press dispatches 
h.-.ving been instituted since the dis- 
solution of parliament.

for from twelve to fourteen hours be- 
fore they were delivered.

Interesting Facts Concerning the Lav/s 


of Germany. 


Replying to an American letter rft- 


laling to the efforts which are now 
being made to obtain the enactment 
of statutes to forbid the use of check- 
reins on horses in New York, and ask- 
ing information as to the lavs bearing 
on the subject in Germany. Consul 
General A. W. Thackara writes from 
Berlin: 


"According to the manager of the 


Berlin Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, an excellent or- 
ganization, lucre are no laws, ordin- 
ances or police regulations in Germany 
prohibiting the use of the checkrein 
on horses, with the exception of the 
police ordinances of Berlin.

aw in Germany, as far as this author- 
,ty knows, which prohibits the illtreat- 
ment of animals, is that contained in 
:he imperal penal code, according to 
Ihe provisions of which any ono who 
publicly cruelly tortures or maltreats 
an animal is liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding 150 marks ($35.70) or to im- 
prisonment of 
r.ot more 
than six

Although figures are not available, 


the output of crucible castings in ] 
1906 will b« within 7.000 tons. 
The 


manufacture of castings by this pro- 
cess has alee shown a slight increase 
from year to year. The production of 
converter steel castings in 1905 was 
22,103 ton* as compared with 6,764 in 
1901. 
The estimate for 1906 is well 


above 25.000 tons. 


The production of basic and acid 


castings in 1906 was by far the larg- 
est in the history of the trade. Of 
the total production in that year, 407,- 
403 tons, or over 57.10 per cent, were 
made by the acid process and 305.754 
tons, or almost 42.9 per cent, were 
made by the basic. As compared with 
1905. 
when 320.381 tons of castings 


were made by the acid process, the in- 
crease In 1906 by this practice was 
87,022 tons. By the basic process the 
increase was 99.595 tons, the produc- 
tion in 1905 having amounted to 20C.- 
169 tons.—The Iron Trade Review.

View of tho Governor of New York by 


an Old College Mate. 


In the year 1900 the name of Charles 


5. Hughes was not to be found In 
'Who's Who in America." 
In the 


-ear 1907 his name and achievements 
are known in every village between 
:he two-oceans and in every capital of 
Surope. 


Thirty years ago I was one of a 


group of college students that wel- 
comed into Brown university the boy 
who was "father to the man." 
He 


was of slender, boyish figure, obvious- 
ly immature, uncertain 
o£ himself, 


plastic and receptive, with little trace 
in his bearing or manner of the strong 
and dignified 
personality 
that has 


since developed. 


Young Hughes entered college poor 


In purse, with no influential friends 
behind him, with no athletic or social 
prestige, but with the blessing of a 
sturdy, God-fearing ancestry, and an 
intensely alert and eager mind. His 
father—still living—was an honored 
clergyman and the boy was brought 
up to revere the simple, homely vir- 
tues which have formed the substance 
of American character. 


He was intellectually a rover, wan- 


dering at will through vast tracts of 
English and French literature, and 
easily the best-read man in his class. 
He' managed to take high honors in 
scholarship, hut without any visible 
effort. 
His desk was piled high with 


works of fiction, for his curious and 
restless mind was reaching out into 
sympathetic relations with all sorts 
and conditions of men. 
Today his 


library la crowded -with the writings 
of Darwin, Tyndall. Spencsr and Hux- 
ley, and tho novels have gone by the 
board. 


From college he passed into a year 


or two of teaching, then into the law 
school, then into a law office. 
A few 


years later came the professor's chair 
at Cornell, where he gained a singular 
and memorable hold on the students 
in the law school and from teaching 
he returned to his practice in New 
York. 
From the first day in the law 


school to the time ot his election as 
governor he has lived a life of unre 
mitting toil and steady climbing. Ther 
has been no happy chance in hi 
career. 
Circumstances have usuall 


been against him—sometimes cruelly 
so.

In tho course 
of an interview with a Cablenows 
representative Judge Gilbert said: 


"The question that makes the prob- 


lem the hardest hero is the differ- 
ence that exists la different parts of 
the islands in the character and tho 
tendencies of tho people. A form of 
administration while adapted to the 
people of one locality may not bo In 
another.

People differ in their charac- 
teristics almost as much as they do in 
their language. 


Finds Growing Appreciation. 


"I have no doubt whatever, there is 


a growing appreciation on the part of 
the Filipino people of tho American 
government. It is likely that lu the 
early days many Americans held posi- 
tions here to which they wero not 
adapted, but as time has goue on 
those who were not fitted to their 
places havo very largely dropped out 
and I doubt it there is anything that 
will conduce more to the best ultimate 
government than the feeling on the 
part of tho Filipino people that the 
officials representing tho American 
government, are actuated by the high- 
esf motives. I find that I have the 
sympathy of tho best class of Fili- 
pinos wherever I go whenever they 
k-arn to believe that I have no pur- 
pose except to administer tho laws as 
I understand them. Every official in 
tho provinces whom tho people be- 
lieve In Is supported by the people. 
Of course our whole position here Is 
anomalous in tho world's 
history. 


Never before did a groat nation go 
out into the world and try to uplift an- 
other people and set them on their 
feet without having some selflsh pur- 
pose, but tho United States has not 
only spent hundreds of millions of 
money and not only sacrificed tho 
lives of thousands of men, but has 
undertaken a task that can only reach 
success by having tho sympathy and 
en-operation o£ tho thinking people of 
thcso Islands. 


Supremo Test Soon. 


"In my judgment tho supremo test 


of tho capacity of tho Filipino people 
for self-government within reasonable 
time, will come within tho next few 
years. 
Ono great factor In this test 


will bo tho conduct of tho people in 
electing the first assembly and the 
conduct of the assembly when gather- 
ed together. I do not fear tho result, 
although I can hardly say that I 
think it is certain. I havo met in out- 
sldo provinces many of tho men who 
aro suro to bo elected as members of 
tho assembly. I find them as a rule 
men actuated by a high purpose. 


"No doubt there will bo demago- 


gues and offlco 
seeking 
politicians 


whoso principal object will bo to ex- 
ploit themselves 
or to 
make high 


sounding speeches and they will lose 
sight of tho practical results which 
may bo obtained by a conservative, 
unselfish body of men. But I believe 
tho groat majority of the delegates 
will not bo of that type and that they 
will find among their number leaders 
who will keep In mind that tho great- 
cat purpose for which they aro as- 
sembled, is the ultimate good of the 
great masses of tho people who, un- 
fortunately, aro not yet 
sufficiently 


advanced 
in intelligence 
to think 


much for themselves. It such a body 
shall bo formed it will tend to aid the 
commission vastly in solving the prob- 
lems which como before it from time 
to time. It will bo able to present to 
the people tho different needs au.d 
conditions of tho different provinces 
and it will -servo very largely to de- 
velop amcAg tho people a national 
fooling, if I may use tho word, a feel- 
ing that tho government should not 
bo controlled 
ultimately 
by 
men 


speaking in one native language or 
from any particular portion of the 
archipelago, but should become a gov- 
ernment in which all the people north 
and south have an equal part. 


Remember Grave Problems. 


"Those familiar with the 
United 


States remember the grave problems 
that confronted our forefathers when 
they attempted to unite under one 
government 
tho 
thirteen original 


states. They were very difficult prob- 
lems and were only solved because of 
the magnificent 
statesmanship and 


unselfish devotion to the principles 
of liberty of the men that then gath- 
ered. The problems here are intensi- 
fied because of many facts among 
which are the difficulties of language 
and the fact that communication be- 
tween different portions of the Islands 
has not been easy. But on the other 
hand tho problem is lessened by the 
fact that a powerful government, tho 
government of the United States, is 
striving to aid In the accomplishment 
of 
this purpose. Agricultural and 


business conditions have largely im- 
proved throughout the islands in tbe 
last few months and this should aid 
greatly in placing the people in the 
proper frame of mind to intelligently 
discuss the questions of government 
and give them time and opportunity 
in which to do It. 


Faith Is Strengthened. 


Upon the whole I-think no one can 


go over the islands and meot the peo- 
ple in daily intercourse without fcel- 
:tig greatly encouraged as to the pres- 
ent conditions and without having his 
faith strengthened that tho alt.niistic 
tendencies of tho United States gov-

Oberlin, 0., June 19.—William'Aljon 


\yiiite, of Emporia, Kas., delivered the 
commencement address at the com- 
mencement exercises of Oberlin col- 
lege today, his subject being "Some 
Essentials of an Education." 


Mr. White said in part: 


' .The century last past has witnessed 
the material conquest of more of th!? 
earth than any other century ever wit- 
nessed.. Man IB coming into the now cen- 
turv- staggering under an armful of mate- 
lal thing's; stetim and electricity have 
been harnessed to pulleys of clvlllzatloi 
and havs been made to do the world's 
rough work. It shall be the problem ot 
educated men in this century to spiritu- 
alize these material things 
that they 
may work for all and not for a few.. 
The stir of our world's politics tha 


is felt In every American town and coun- 
ty, the earnest striving among educated 
men and women for distribution, justice 
is an Instinctive attempt to spiritualize 
the gross heritage of the nineteenth cen 
tury. 
The new reformation Is 
worlt 
wide; It Is a quickening of conscience, z 
war against gree'l and for the legalization 
and establishment of kindness on 
th 


earth—the kindness that makes happi 


Is implied some hereditary spark, call It 
conscience, instinct, 
revelation, 
racial 


vision,, or what1 you .will which .implies a 
broad democracy, wherein at some small 
point men are equals. 


- What Education Should Do. 
Education, if it be worthy of the name, 


should be the bellows that make the di- 
vine spark within each soul plow into a 
'orch to light his fellows. But too often 
ur schools and colleges turn out nothing 
lore considerable than 
good citizens, 


'our good citizen obeys the laws, con- 
orms to the amenities, worships what- 
ver God there may be. and lets it go 
t that. He does not get under the load 
f the world and life. Me is a dummy di- 
ector who fails to realize that he is a 
tanner in the unjustices of this life. 
He 


oes not see that until he turns out to 
he caucuses ana-primaries and convert- 
ions and mass meetings and makes his 
irotest felt, the thieves that inhabit the 
"ericho road will keep right 
on 
as- 
ailing the weak, robbing the poor and 
hreatening the welfare of society.' If he 
ias a light it is not only hidden under a 
bushel, .but the bushel is nailed down and 
cleated to the floor. One of the curses of 
:his country is the large, class of so-called 
•good citizens" who. because they have 
book learning and well fitting clothes, 
are looked upon as leaders. 
Better Is a 
government of stable boys following sin- 
cerelv and seriously the light God gives 
them than a council of "good citizens" 
adoring yesterday and afraid of nothing 
so much as the dawn of tomorrow. . 


Socialism a Vicious Fallacy. 
Because men grow rich dishonestly cer- 


tain doctrines of social science would say 
that all must fare alike. Because genius 
Is often selfish and blind, these doctors 
would 
strangle 
talent 
and 
because 
strength of character sometimes makes 
men oppressors of their fellows, these 
social theorists would make all men medi- 
ocre. 
There is no fallacy in the worlc 


today so vicious, because to the weak il 
seems so plausible as the notion that the 
kingdom of heaven may be ordained on 
this earth by putting all men through : 
common state regulated mold, paring off 
the overlapping of the great and puffing 
the small up to the standard size by law 


will not help the idle man one bit, nor 
take one honest nenny from the richest 
man on earth. 
But it will fetter greed, 
and make a day's work worth more to the 
workers in every nation in Christendom. 
Therefore it Is essential that education 
teach thrift; for so long as thrift is hon- 
est, nothing will come to harm it. 


Charity the Sweetest Philosophy. 


And so If education has taught a man 


to honor his God. to love' his neighbor, 
and to rely upon himself, in doing-so. he 
will find how poor and weak a creature 
he is. 
For he will fall so many times; 
and failing will earn charity, the sweetest 
essence of all philosophy of this 
life. 
And charity will make him cheerful and 
hopeful and keep him brave in the midst 
of alarm. The educated man who has In 
lis soul this serenity of culture can not 
be overcome with a.ny earthly calamity 
Always he knows that he is a sinew of 
the everlasting arm. that some purpose, is 
behind his trouble, some good must come 
out of his evil, some real advance must 
be planned in the seeming retreat. Al- 
ways even amid the wreckage and debris 
of defeat and shame and humiliation, he 
may lift his voice and say from a heart 
filled with a calm of great faith: 
"The Lord is my shepherd. I shall not 
want. He maketh me lie down in green 
pastures. He leadeth me beside the stil 
waters; He restoreth my soul. He guid- 
eth me In the path of righteousness for 
his name's sake.

Governor Hughes Signs Bill, 


to Settle All Doubt as 


to Mayoralty Vote. 


Albany. June 19.—Governor Hughes 


has signed the Prentice,, bill, which 
will permit a judicial recount of the 
votes cast for mayor in New York 
city in 1905. The governor filed with 
tho bill a long memorandum in which 
he reviews the history of the contest 
over the election of Mayor McClellan. 
whose plurality, according to the otil- 
clal canvass, was 3,474. 


The governor points to the decision 


of the court of appeals which prohib- 
ited a recount on a writ of mandamus, 
and speaks of tho effort made by Mc- 
Clellan's opponent, William Randolph 
Hearst, to obtain a review of the elec- 
tion returns through quo warranto 
proceedings. 


Gave Public Scandal. 


"It Is well known to all who are 


conversant with sentiment in the city 
of New York," says Governor Hughes, 
"that there is widespread doubt as to 
tho accuracy of the official 
canvass. 


The failure to resolve that doubt and 
to determine in a prompt and decisive 
manner, satisfactory to all fair-minded 
citizens, tho result of the election has 
become a grave public scandal. 


"Thousands of our fellow citizens 


believe that a groat wrong has been 
committed, which it is the duty of 
those charged with the enactment of 
laws to repair. 


"We need not concern ourselves 


with the origin of this belief or the 
causes of its prevalence. It is enough 
that it exists. In the public interest 
and for the sake of tho credit of our 
institutions this matter must be set- 
tled.

"This hill does not alter a vote or 


change any rule of law relating to tho 
validity of any vote. It simply pro- 
vides for a re-canvass of the votes 
validly cast in accordance with the 
law existing at the time of tho elec- 
tion." 


Governor Hughes speaks of the sup- 


plemental bill, now in the hands ol 
the mayor, which will give Mayor Mc- 
Clellan authority to nsk for a recoun 
in any district not specified in the 
petition of the contestant. 


"The supplemental bill," Governor 


Hughes said, "provides that nothing- 
therein contained shall be held to re- 
quire a re-canvass in districts where 
the ballots have not been preserved, 
and the present bill provides that 
where returns have not been super- 
seded by order made pursuant to the 
re-cnnvass provided for, such returns 
shall stand in determining the final re- 
sult. 


Under Control of Court. 


"In regard lo the procedure under 


the present bill, it may be observed 
that if the petition specifies more 
than one district the court shall ap- 
point as many commissioners as it 
may deem necessary, not more than 
one commissioner canvassing the bal- 
lots of any one district. The matter 
is thus within the control of the su- 
preme court, which may appoint the 
number 
of 
commissioners deemed 


necessary and allot to each commis- 
sioner such number of districts as 
may be thought advisable. The court 
can be trusted to deal with the mat- 
ter intelligently and fairly and to 
avoid 
unnecessary 
embarassament 


and expense incident to an undue 
number of simultaneous proceedings. 


"In the belief that public policy re- 


quires the settlement of this contro- 
versy as speedily as its nature will 
permit, and that it would be most un- 
fortunate that legislation to this end 
should fail, I approve this bill." 


It is expected that the supplemental 


bill will be disapproved by the city 
authorities, but if It is returned before 
the legislature adjourns it will be re- 
passed.
